DEVONSHIRE SPOKE. 



JBnthusiasm the Keynote and 
Success Of Campaign 
Assured. 



The McGill Five .Million DolHr 
Campaign was opened last nighi ut 
tho Windsor Hotel. Some of tho most 
prominent men in Canada addressed 
tho largo audience of supporters. 

Mr-. B. W. Bcatly, president of tho 

Canadian Pacific Railway, acted aa 

chairman, and conducted the meeting 
with excellent ability. 

The first and most prominent 
speaker was the Duke of Devonshire. 
Tho Duke opened his address by say- 
ing that ho accepted the Invitation 
to speak for McOill with great satis- 
faction, and that ho ronsidored It an 
honor to do so. He then ontllned 
tho actions which tho Unisvrslty ha-i 
done in the past, ,tho noble part Mc- 
Glll took in the late war, and the 
splendid effect McGill has made and 
is making upon the entire community. 

"McGill," said His I-:.\cellency . "is 
;)ne of tho most important Institu- 
tions In Canada, and should bo prouQ 
of what It is now,) and wihat It has 
been." 

TheGovornor-Gcneral then pointed 
out the necessity of educato^i and 
Irainofl mon and women at present, 
and haw our country depends upon 
them for construction, >(^oial life, 
success and prosperity. He indicated 
McGlirs shortage In Its number or 
Instructors and professors capable of 
training men for rrsoarch. this being 
duo to tho groat fttnount of work 
which has been placed on tho 
shoulders of tho existing staff.

Mr. Tasclioroaii, Primo Mlnlslor of 
Quebec, followed the Governor-Gen- 
eral with an excellent address. Mr. 
Taschereau commenced by congratu- 
lating Sir Arthur Currlo upon the 
exoelUiit work 'ho Is at pr<.'.''ont doing 
In McGill.

In 
the .stylo of prosentatlon, and In 
aiilluirity. it is nocos.sary, Llieroforo, 
to liecomc personally fainlllar with 
the outstanding features of the dif- j 
f'Tont encyclopaedias and with their 
acope and srrangement. 

The tlire*- main quesLions to hr 
asked regarding any encyclopaedia 
are: 

I — llwv accurate, complete, and 
up-lo-dalo Is It7' 

2 How are its facts arranged — ' 
under specific' lii'KiliiiKS. or grouped 
logically under large .sulijocts? 

3 — Does It point the way tlirougii 
hilillograpliicH to other svailahlr. 
library material? 

Satisfactory answers to tliet-" qup*,- 
tioiis come by familiarity with the 
ii.'^e of encyclopa>'(lias and by frerineiit 
oiniparisons in tho treatment of a 
subject by different encyclopaediHu 
.\ few suggestions, however, may bo 
i:iv(Mi to help the student In forming 
his jiulsmenls correctly: 

1. 'i'he student is oiitlUid to he. 
.suspiclou.s of an nnryelupacdia If the 
publisher is not well known and ru- 
putablo. Tho name of a well-estal - 
lished firm is a guarantee. Some 
mushroom firms publish subscription 
a<'ts or make iis<' of lb" plalc!! of old 
edlliuiis, and iiy new title pages and 
tho addition of illustrations soine- 
timcii attempt to deceive tho buyer. 

2. The date of an oncyclopuedia Is 
nil Important lactor in Judging of the 
value of its coiitenls, eH[iecinlly in 
tiie matter of .si'leiuiflc inl'ornialioM. 
Do not consider merely tlic date on 
tho title page, which may bo nmroly 
that of tho |>articuiar printing, but 
look for the copyriglit date, which is 
usually printrd on tho hack of ili 
llilo page and is fiequenti.i' Ihi) iinsi 
indication of tlie original dato of 
imhlication. Unforluuatcly soma 
publishers still use the term "edition" 
when they mean merely "roprlntlns" 
without any change, 

(5. .Mueli of the value of an on 
cyclopaedia depends uiion tho author 
ity and ability of the editor. The 
title page will give some information 
regarding his fitness for the work, 
and additional facts may be obtained 
from Kueli lilographical refereii'-'o 
books as "Who's Who.".''' 

4. Tlio contributors arc really 
rcsponslblo for the facta printed in 
an encyclopaedia and, as a general 
rule, articles ^vhlch are signed are 
belter than anonymous contribution:* 
The belter oiicycbipaedias aro writleii 
by specialises who are usually the 
most prominent men In their par- 
ticular subjects. 

5, Unless the student is familiar 
with a particular encyclopaedia it. is 
always deslralile lo take tiu; tini<' to 
glance through ilie preface for in- 
formation regarding the scope and 
arrangement of the entries. 

G Tho character of the articles 
themselves Is the best Indication of 
the value of an encyclopaedia, Tho 
lietter encyolopaodias give a full and 
aduqiiato trealnienl of a siipjoet, 
amounting In the case of thc'Brltau- 
adequate treatment of a mtbjcci. 
ject, and containliig ctfraproheiisivo 
liililioprapliies and cross roforences, 
7. The sliiilent'H judgment of the 
value of a lio.ok is .^oinotimeH aided 
by a consideration of tho general ap- 
pearance of tho volume. Excellence 
of. paper, typography • and illustra- 
tions Hisualty being found with a hign 
quality of information, and vice 
versa.
